Valaable Stipplies Captured at Bali-

Manila, May 6.—Maj. Gen. MacAr- 

thur’s division advanced to San Fernan- 
do Friday and found that the place had 
been evacuated by the rebels, who left 
only a small detachment to cover their 
retreat by train. Gen MacArthur occu- 
pied the burning town without loss. 
_ ‘The rebels south of Manila attempted 
to rush through Brig. Gen, Ovenshine’s 
line Thursday night. The attempt 
failed, but the rebels maintained a 
fusillade of musketry on the Fourth in- 
fantry regiment for several hours. The 
demonstration was ineffectual beyond 
scaring the inhabitants of Malate. 

The outposts of the Idaho and Cali- 
fornia regiments beyond San Pedro 
Macati were also attacked during the 
night. 

Maj. Gen. Lawton is still quartered at 
Balinag. 

Valuable Supplies Captured.

5 Had to Fight Hard. 

Manila, May 6.—Detailed reports of 
the work of Maj. Gen. Lawton’s expedi- 
tion show that harder fighting took 
place during the early part of this week 
than earlier accounts indicated. Inthe 
attack upon San Rafael the American 
forces were met with a heavy fire from 
a large number of rebels who were con- 
cealed in the jungle on all sides. It was 
only the adoption of the tactics fol- 
fowed in Indian fighting in the United 
States, every man for himself, that 
saved the division from great loss. Gen. 
Lawton as usual was at the head of his 
line with his staff. Scott’s battery de: 
molished a stone-fronted trench at 
short range. 

The insurgent leaders, Gregoric and 


‘Pio del Pilar, who had 800 men in 


Balinag, retreated when Gen. Lawton 
approached the town. 

Chief of Scouts Young, with 11 men. 
entered Balinag ahead of the army, and 
rang the church bells to announce that 
they had possession of the city. 

White Flag Fired On. 

Gen. Lawton, when attacking in force 
outside of Balinag, saw women and 
children in the rebel trenches and sent 
Capt. Case in advance with a white flag 
to warn the insurgents to remove the 
non-combatants. When within 500 
yards of the trenches two volleys were 
fired at Capt. Case’s party. 

Chief of Scouts Young, whose bravery 
at Balinag was most notable, served as 
an Indian scout under Maj. Gen. O. O. 
Howard in his campaign in the north- 
west in 1876. The work of Young’s 
scouts was a feature of the expedition. 
On Wednesday 23 of them encountered 
a body of 300 Filipinos beyond Balinag 
and drove them until of the 150 rounds 
of ammunition which the scouts car- 
ried, they had only 15 rounds left. They 
were about to retire when Lieut. Boyd; 
with a troop of the Fourth cavalry, 
came up with them and chased the ene- 
my into San Miguel. | 

There are 2,000 Spanish prisoners in 
the hands of the Filipinos at San Miguel.

President Sends Further Instructions. 

Washington, May 6.—'The state de- 
partment on Friday received a dispatch 
from President Schurman, of the Phil- 
ippines commission, giving the sub- 
stance of the ednferences with repre- 
sentatives of Aguinaldo and asking for 
further instructions. While the text 
of the dispatch is not to be made pub- 
lic, Secretary Hay stated that it showed 
a very satisfactory condition of af- 
fairs in the Philippines, and pointed to 
a settlement of the difficulties there. 
The reply of the president to Prof. 
Schurman’s eablegram, it is understood, 
stated that he was very anxious to have 
the peace negotiations concluded at the 
earliest possible moment, and to this 
end he desired that no unnecessary or 
humiliating conditions should be im- 
posed upon the insurgents. It is be- 
lieved in administration circles that 
as soon as Aguinaldo is convinced o’ 
the sincerity of the American govern- 
ment he will agree to surrender. He 
will be required, however, to lay down 
his arms. This will be the principal 
condition, and until an agreement on 
this point is reached the negotiations 
will not make any progress toward a 
conclusion.

OUR INTERESTS UNHARMED. 


Official Assurances Given That United 
States Is Not Affected by Recent 
Evemts in China, 


Washington, May 6.—Official assur- 
ances have been given to our govern- 
ment that the agreement reached be- 
tween Great Britain and Russia as to 
spheres of influence in China concerns 
only the two parties, and that in no 
manner does it affect the interests of 
the United States. The agreement does 
not amount to a seizure of the lands in 
China defined as being Within either of 
the two spheres, and even should any 
territory be acquired in them by either 
of the parties-to this agreement the 
United States, it has been stated, will 
not be the subject of any discrimination 
in commercial or trade matters. Such 
rights as are now possessed in treaty 
ports will continue to be enjoyed freely 
In view of the 
fact that the recent agreement pre- 
sented new and important features 
through the inclusion for the first time 
in the territory subject to it of cities 
that had long been treaty ports, this 
assurance is regarded here as of the 
greatest value, :

Commercial Situation as It Appears ` 


to Leading Agencies, 


THE OUTLOOK SEEMS TO BE HOPEFUL 


Volume of Fall Business Booked Is 
in Excess of the Average—Fail- 
ures in April Smaller Than Re- 
corded in Any Month. 


New York, May 6.—Bradstreet’s says: 
“That this is indeed an era of trade and 
industrial combination seems evident from 
the long list of announcements of new con- 
solidations, rumored or actually afloat, 


rer re ~~ eee ernesinaenetn 


coming to public view this week. Whether | 


this tendency has as yet reached its cul- 
mination cannot, of course, be easily pre- 
dicted, but in some lines of industry, the 
announcements of projected consolidations 
would seem to have left little room for 
further operations of this kind. Easily 
first in this direction is the gigantic iron 
and steel combination, announced with 
seeming confidence as in process of forma- 
tion. Second only to this, however, is the 
actual floating of the great copper com- 
bination. Outgrowths as these great com- 
bifiations are of immense industrial 
changes in many Tines, they possess a spe- 
cial interest in the world of trade and 
finance* because of the immense aggrega- 
tions ‘of capital or industry involved ih 
their projection or their carrying out toa 
successful finish. 

“While wholesale trade continues of a 
between-seasons volume, every general evi- 
dence is forthcoming that the aggregate 
is in excess of last year’s undeniably good 


proportions, and retail demand is of an en- 


couraging character. That the volume of 
fall business booked is in excess of the 
average is very generally conceded. Ad- 
vances in prices and reported great ac- 
tivity abroad point to the widespread de- 
mand for iron and steel and render less 
doubtful the hold of American produc*s 
on foreign markets. The tone of general 
values is notably strong for the season 
of the year, a prominent exception being 


“pork and hog products generally, which 


have been the subject of bearish manipu- 
lation. ‘ 

“Cereals are generally firm, cash wheat 
being fractionally higher at the seaboard 
on interruption to movement by the water 
route, caused by the grain handlers’ strike 
at Buffalo, while. option business is in a 
waiting stage pending the government re- 
port on wheat condition and acreage next 
week. A special feature this week is the 
activity in building and in real estate re- 
ported from a number of widely-separated 
sections, and lumber and building materials 
generally are consequently firm or tend- 
ing upward.”’ = 

As Viewed by Dun. 


R. G. Dun & Co. in their weekly review 
of trade say: “The failures in April were 


the smallest in any month since records. 


by months began, 38 per cent. smaller 
than -in April of last year, not a third of 
the amount in 1897, and not half the amount 
in April of any previous year. Both in 
manufacturing and in’ trading they were 
the smallest ever known in that month, 
and in trading the smallest ever known in 
any month, as in manufacturing they were 
if the largest failures were omitted. The 
ratio of defaulted liabilities to solvent pay- 
ments. through clearing houses was less 
than 70 cents per $1,000, against 90 cents in 
January, and $1.19 in March, $7.89 in Au- 
gust and $8.02 in September, 1896. A great 
share of the risk in the business world 
has been eliminsted. 

“It is not inconsistent or strange if busi- 
ness halts, because it has been crowded 
to the utmost for four months in antici- 
pating future needs on account of new 
combinations proposed. In some cases 
prices have been advanced so far as to 
check new business, and in others works 
have been engaged so far ahead that new 
orders cannot be taken. Yet new business 
in amount which would have been as- 
tonishing two years ago is still coming 
forward, andthe voluntary advance in 
wages by the 16 Bessemer firms of the 
central association and by the Frick coke 
works, whose. shipments in April, 30,452 
cars, were the heaviest ever known, show 
confidence in the future. At Buffalo and 
in Idaho strikes are causing trouble, but 


labor questions elsewhere do not affect 


general business. 

“Nearly all iron works are crowded for 
months ahead, but a good many are catch- 
ing up with their orders, which have re- 
cently diminished. The report that all 
the great companies are to be melted into 
one influences the stock market, but is 
still scarcely credited, and the raising of 
foreign prices where American competi- 
tion is no longer felt is suggestive. Pig 
is nowhere higher, nor has any class of 
finished products established higher prices, 
though in many the demand exceeds sup- 
plies. 

‘Shipments of boots and shoes from the 
east in five weeks have been but 14.8 per 
cent. larger than last year, 14 per cent. 
larger than in the next largest year, 1895, 
and 44 per cent. larger than in 1892. Fac- 
tories are busy with orders for months at 
old prices, and 2% cents advance is paid 
on new orders for several grades. But the 
only change in leather is a small advance 
in union soles, and hides are half of 1 per 
cent. stronger at Chicago.

Washington, May 6.—The records of 
the war department do not contain the 
name of Lieut.

Had to Fight Hard. 

Manila, May 6.—Detailed reports of 
the work of Maj. Gen. Lawton’s expedi- 
tion show that harder fighting took 
place during the early part of this week 
than earlier accounts indicated. In the 
attack upon San Rafael the American 
forces were met with a heavy fire from 
a large number of rebels who were con- 
cealed in the jungle on all sides. It was 
only the adoption of the tactics fol- 
towed in Indian fighting in the United 
States, every man for himself, that 
saved the division from great loss. Gen. 
Lawton as usual was at the head of his 
line with his staff. Scott’s battery de- 


-molished a stone-fronted trench at 


short range. 

The insurgent leaders, Gregoric and 
Pio del Pilar, who had 800 men in 
Balinag, retreated when Gen. Lawton 
approached the town. 

Chief of Scouts Young, with 11 men, 
entered Balinag ahead of the army, and 
rang the church bells to announce that 
they -had possession of the city. 

White Flag Fired On. 

Gen. Lawton, when attacking in force 
outside of Balinag, saw women and 
children in the rebel trenches and sent 
Capt. Case in advance with a white flag 
to warn the insurgents to remove the 
non-combatants. When within 500 
yards of the trenches two volleys were 
fired at ‘Capt. Case’s party. 

Chief of Scouts Young, whose bravery 
at Balinag was most notable, served as 
an Indian scout under Maj. Gen. O. O. 
Howard in his campaign in the north- 
west in 1876. The work of Young’s 
scouts was a feature of the éxpedition. 
On Wednesday 23 of them encountered 
a body of 300 Filipinos beyond Balinag 
and drove them until of the 150 rounds 
of ammunition which the scouts car- 
ried, they had only 15 rounds left. They 
were about to retire when Lieut. Boyd; 
with a troop of the Fourth cavalry, 
came up with them and chased the ene- 


| my into San Miguel. 


There are 2,000 Spanish prisoners in 


| the hands of the Filipinos at San Miguel. 


They are served with five cents’ worth 
of rice daily, and are compelled to work 
hard on the rebel defenses. Several 
hundred of the Filipino wounded are 
at San Miguel. 

The insurgents are sending their 
women and children to the Bianacna- 
batto mountains. 

A Bolo chief and 100 men were cap- 
tured at Balinag. 

Gen. Lawton has released many of his 
prisoners. 

Gen. Luna Wounded. 

New York, May 6.—A Manila dispatch 
to the Journal says Gen. Luna was 
wounded in the fighting near San Tom- 
as Thursday. The dispatch also says 
that the monitor is Friday shelling 
Paranaque, south of Manila. 

Cause No Apprehension, 

Washington, May 6.—The continued 
rebel demonstrations south of Manila 
are causing no apprehension to war de- 
partment officials, as the brigades of 
Ovenshine and Hall are said to be ample 
for every emergency. Together they 
have about 1,600 men, besides the Ninth 
and Twelfth regular infantry, who have 
just arrived at Manila. Ovenshine’s bri- 
gade consists of the Fourth and Four- 
teenth infantries, First Washington, 
two battalions of the First Idaho, one 
battalion of the First California and 
Dyer and Hawthorn’s batteries. Hall’s 
brigade consists of the Seventeenth in- 
fantry and the First Wyoming. 

In view of these sharp demonstra- 
tions to the south, the work done by 
Lawton on his expedition to Laguna de 
Bay is receiving credit not heretofore 
accorded to it. One of the main results 
of the expedition was to destroy the 
small craft by which the rebels might 


| have crossed the lake and moved north 


on the rear of McArthur’s forces. Now 
they are hemmed in on a narrow strip 
of land between the lake and the 
ocean, unable to cross the lake, while 
the march is too long to circle the lake 
to the south. Thus the work of Lawton 
is holding my ig TEDRE some 9,000 in num- 
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sentatives of Aguinaldo and asking for 
further instructions. While the text 
_of the dispatch is not to be made pub- 
lic, Secretary Hay stated that it showed 
a very satisfactory condition of af- 
fairs in the Philippines, and pointed to 
a settlement of the difficulties there. 
The reply of the president to Prof. 
Schurman’s eablegram, it is understood, 
stated that he was very anxious to have 
the peace negotiations concluded at the 
earliest possible moment, and to this 
end he desired that no unnecessary or 
humiliating conditions should bè im- 
posed upon the insurgents. It is be- 
heved in administration circles that 
as soon as Aguinaldo is convinced o' 
the sincerity of the American govern- 
ment he will agree to surrender. He 
will be required, however, to lay down 
his arms. This will be the principal 
condition, and until an agreement on 
this point is reached the negotiations 
will not make any progress toward a 
conclusion.

OUR INTERESTS UNHARMED. 


Official Assurances Given That United 
States Is Not Affected by Recent 
Evemts in China, 


Washington, May 6.—Official assur- 
ances have been given to our govern- 
ment that the agreement reached be- 
tween Great Britain and Russia as to 
spheres of influence in China concerns 
only the two parties, and that in no 
manner does it affect the interests of 
the United States. Theagreement does 
not amount to a seizure of the lands in 
China defined as being Within either of 
the two spheres, and even should any 
territory be acquired in them by either 
of the parties-to this agreement the 
United States, it has been stated, will 
not be the subject of any discrimination 
in commercial or trade matters. Such 
rights as are now possessed in treaty 
ports will continue to be enjoyed freely 
by the United States. In view of the 


| fact that the recent agreement pre- 


sented new and important features 
through the inclusion for the first time 
in the territory subject to it of cities 
that had long been treaty ports, this 
assurance is regarded here as of the 
greatest value. 


Indiana G. A. R. 

Terre Haute, Ind., May 6.—An inter- 
esting programme has been arranged 
for the Indiana G. A. R. meeting in this 
city on the 23d, 24th and 25th. Ar- 
rangements have been made for asham 
battle on one of those nights, in which 
the veterans of 1861 will oppose the 
veterans of 1898. President McKinley 
has been invited to attend and has ad- 
vised Congressman Faris, of this city, 
that he will be present if circumstances 
will permit. Other distinguished guests 
are expected. 


Mark the Graves of Heroes. 

Toledo, O., May 6.—The government 
has commenced work of putting in 
position the eight cannons around his- 
toric “Perry Willow” in Put-in-Bay is- 
land.

Easily 
first in this direction is the gigantic iron 
and steel combination, announced with 
seeming confidence as in process of forma- 
tion. Second only to this, however, is the 
actual floating of the great copper com- 
bination. Outgrowths as these great com- 
biħations are of immense industrial 
changes in many Jines, they possess a spe- 
cial interest in the world of trade and 
finance* because of the immense aggrega- 
tions ‘of capital or industry involved ih 
their projection or their carrying out toa 
successful finish. 

“While wholesale trade continues of a 
between-seasons volume, every general evi- 
dence is forthcoming that the aggregate 
is in excess of last year’s undeniably good 


proportions, and retail demand is of an en- 


couraging character. That the volume of 
fall business booked is in excess of the 
average is very generally conceded. Ad- 
vances in prices and reported great ac- 
tivity abroad point to the widespread de- 
mand for iron and steel and render less 
doubtful the hold of American produces 
on foreign markets. The tone of general 
values is notably strong for the season 
of the year, a prominent exception being 


-pork and hog products generally, which 


have been the subject of bearish manipu- 
lation. 

“Cereals are generally firm, cash wheat 
being fractionally higher at the seaboard 
on interruption to movement by the water 
route, caused by the grain handlers’ strike 
at Buffalo, while. option business is in a 
waiting stage pending the government re- 
port on wheat condition and acreage next 
week. A special feature this week is the 
activity in building and in real estate re- 
ported from a number of widely-separated 
sections, and lumber and building materials 
generally are consequently firm or tend- 
ing upward.” 2 

As Viewed by Dun. 


R. G. Dun & Co. in their weekly review 
of trade say: ‘‘The failures in April were 
the smallest in any month since records. 
by months began, 38 per cent. smaller 
than -in April of last year, not a third of 
the amount in 1897, and not half the amount 
in April of any previous year. Both in 
manufacturing and in’ trading they were 
the smallest ever known in that month, 
and in trading the smallest ever known in 
any month, as in manufacturing they were 


if the largest failures were omitted. The 


ratio of defaulted liabilities to solvent pay- 
ments. through clearing houses was less 
than 70 cents per $1,000, against 90 cents in 
January, and $1.19 in March, $7.89 in Au- 
gust and $8.02 in September, 1896. A great 
share of the risk in the business world 
has been eliminsted. 

“It is not inconsistent or strange if Þusi- 
ness halts, because it has been crowded 
to the utmost for four months in antici- 
pating future needs on account of new 
combinations proposed. In some cases 
prices have been advanced so far as to 
check new business, and in others works 
have been engaged so far ahead that new 
orders cannot be taken. Yet new business 
in amount which would have been as- 
tonishing two years ago is still coming 
forward, and-the voluntary advance in 
wages by the 16 Bessemer firms of the 
central association and by the Frick coke 
works, whose shipments in April, 30,452 
cars, were the heaviest ever known, show 
confidence in the future. At Buffalo and 
in Idaho strikes are causing trouble, but 
labor questions elsewhere do not affect. 
general business. 

“Nearly all iron works are crowded for 
months ahead, but a good many are catch- 
ing up with their orders, which have re- 
cently diminished. The report that all 
the great companies are to be melted into 
one influences the stock market, but is 
still scarcely credited, and the raising of 
foreign prices where American competi- 
tion is no longer felt is suggestive. Pig 
is nowhere higher, nor has any class of 
finished products established higher prices, 
though in many the demand exceeds sup- 
plies. 

“Shipments of boots and shoes from the 
east in five weeks have been but 14.8 per 
cent. larger than last year, 14 per cent. 
larger than in the next largest year, 1895, 
and 44 per cent. larger than in 1892. Fac- 
tories are busy with orders for months at 
old prices. and 2% cents advance is paid 
on new orders for several grades. But the 
only change in leather is a small advance 
in union soles, and hides are half of 1 per 
cent. stronger at Chicago. 

‘‘Failures for the week have been 158 in 
the United States, against 288 last year, 
and 23 in Canada, against 25 last year.” 


APPROVED BY ALGER. 


Permission Granted to Turn Waters 
of Lake Michigan Through the 
Drainage Canal. 


Chicago, May 6.—Secretary of War 
Alger, in his official capacity, has given 
permission to the drainage canal com- 
inission to turn through the canal the 
waters of Lake Michigan whenever the 
canal is ready for operation. In com- 
pany with Gen. John M. Wilson, chief 
of engineers of the United States army, 
Goy. Tanner, the members of the board 
of trustees in charge of the construc- 
tion of the canal, the secretary of war 
Friday made a tour of inspection of the 
canal and expressed himself as greatly 
impressed with the magnitude of the 
undertaking. 


Rural Free Delivery Service. 

~ Washington, May 6.—The postmas- 
ter-general has ordered that the rural 
free delivery service of the country be 
divided into two grand divisions, the 
western and eastern. The former is to 
consist of the states west of the Ohio, 
and its headquarters will be at St. 
The other division, comprising 
states east of the Ohio, will have its 
headquarters in this city. Francis M. 
Dice, of Crawfordsville, Ind., will have 
charge of the western division and 
Henry Conquest Clarke, of Washington, 
of the eastern.
